POLICE IN RAID WITH SHIELDS 


Armed With Bombs They Lay Siege to 
Villa to Capture Noted Bandit 

Parts, France.—-The prefect of po 
lice was advised recently that it had 
come to the knowledge of the criminal 
investigation that Lacombe, the notor 
fous bandit accused of the murder of 
a ticket collector at the station of 
Les Aubrais, and leader of the gang 
which attacked the @ostoffice at Bez 
ons and killed the postmaster, had 
been seen within the last week at Put- 
eaux, Suresnes, and Franconville, three 
districts northwest of Paris, and that 
he was believed to be in hiding in one 
of these suburbs. 

At the Paris headquarters the night 
was passed in extraordinary prepara- 
tions. M. Touny, head of the muni- 
cipal police summoned all his avail- 
able men and distributed arms and 
ammunition. Ten inspeotora were 
provided with the new bullet proof 
shields and heavy revolvers and a doz- 
en policemen were dispatched to the 
municipal laboratory where hey were 
equipped with asphyxiation bomba, 
bundles of straw, mattresses and other 
materials for covering an attack on 
the bandit’s stronghold. 

The detectives and policemen with 
the shields and poisonous bombs, in 
all a force of 192 men, left by train 
from St. Lazare. On arrival at Put- 
eaux the attacking forces were divided 
into two sections, one led by M, Le 
pine and the other by M. Hamard. The 
railway stations of Puteaux and Sures- 
nes were occupied by armed guards. 
It had been decided first to storm a 
villa at Puteaux, the residence of a 
pork butcher samed Bouby. At day- 
break a number of policemen with rev 
volvers in their hands approached the 
villa and surrounded it. The attack- 
ing force, protected by their bullet- 
proof shields, then rushed the garden 
doing much havoc to the flower beds. 
A summons to open in the name of 
the law brought the pork butcher's 
wife to the door. She denied all 
knowledge of the bandits, but as the 
police did not seem to believe her she 
fetched her husband, Her statement 
proved true and the police army re 
turned crestfallen to Paris. .

WINTER AND WAR 


| Bitter Cold as a Factor In the’ 
Campaigns In Europe. 


ARMIES WRECKED BY FROST. 


“In Most of the Great Conflicts For a. 


Century Past Icy Weather Has Piay- | 


ed a Prominent Part—Napoleon’s 
_ Disastrous Invasion of Russia. 


War is bad enough under the best of 

Climatic conditions, but when war and 

bitterly cold and icy weather mix the 

suffering is woefully intensified. And | 
| yet there has hardly ever been a Burd: | 
| pean war on a big scale in which Gen- 
eral Jack Frost has not taken a hand. 

Go back a century. 
‘dred and twelye was the year when 
Napoleon made up his mind to invade 
Russia, Before starting he was care | 
ful to inquire of the experts at what 
date winter usually set in in southern | 
Russia, They told him the middle of 
December. 

It was on June 24 that he invaded 
, Russia with 600,000 men, and he reach- 
ed Moscow on Sept. 14. That night 
fire broke out, and within five days the 
| city was burned to the ground. Even 

then he remained until Oct. 18 before 

commencing his retreat, 

| In the last week of October began 
the worst frost which Europe had 
_known for three genefaiions. The 
, Thames froze from its source to the 
sea, ‘Ibe Seine, the Rhine, the Dan- 
ube, were all icebound. On the Adri- 
, atic, off Venice, was seen the amazing 
sight of floating ice floes. The Darda- 
nelles and nearby waters were frozen, 
Jack l’rost’s icy finger lay heavy even 
upon North Africa. Drift ice appear- 
ed in the Nile, and there were snow- 
storms in Tripoli and Morocco. 

As for Napoleon's huge army, it was 
almost wiped out. Four hundréd thon- 
sand men perished. They froze to 
death in battalions as they bivouack- 
_ ed, and when at last, on Dee. 6, Na- 
poleon reached German soil, out of his 
whole vast host but 180,000 men were 
left alive. 

During 


the winter of 1853-4 the 


| | urs were battling for dear life along 


the Danube against hordes of Rus- 
fians ‘'n the following September 25,- 
000 British troops, a similar number 
of French and 8,000 Turks were land- 
ed in the Crimea, 

Aguin came a terrible winter, and 
‘from the west of Ireland right across 
into Asia frost fell heavy on land and 
sen. In London it froze for six weeks 
Without a break, From Jan. 14 to Feb. 
24 ihe thermometér was below freezing 
every night. In the Crimea the cold 
| Was fearful, and the English army, dis- 

gracefully catered for, suffered horri- 
\ bly. In all the British forces lost 20,- 
, O56 men, and of these only 12 per cent 
_ fell in battle. The rest were destroyed 

by cold and disease, aggravated by a 

rotten commissariat. 

In 1870 came the biggest war of the 
latter half of the nineteenth century, 
the titanic conflict between France and 
Germany. By Oct. 29 there were 850,- 
000 German troops’ in France, Paris 
was besieged, and there began the four 
months’ investment, with furious fight- 
ing on both sides. — 

Again Jack Irost came to the ald of 
the Germans. A long’Spell of intense 
cold made life almost impossible for 
the half starved French, while the 
Germans, who bad the whole country 
to drasy on, besides their own excellent 
commilssariat, suffered very litle. By 
January the city was in such a terrible 
conditien that it surrendered. 

The date of the last great war before 
that of 1912 In which Turkey was en- 
gnged was 1877. The Turks were at- 
tucked by nn enormously superior force 
of Ruselans, with the ezar himself in 
command, Osman Pa a, with 40,000 
men, hurried inland to Plevna, a vil- 
lage which stood upon a bill, and there 


hastily entranched himself, The Rnus- 
sians had 100,000 men, but Osman and 
his dauntless band defeated them in 
four successive battles. . 

In November winter set tn three 
weeks earlier than usucl The Turks 


had no winter clothing and little to 
eit but maize porridge ang horsefiesh, 
They suffered fearfully. At last, on 
Dec. 9, they determined to break out, 
There were only 30,000 left, but their 
rush was so tremendous that they car- 
ried three lines of Russian trenches be- 
fore they were surrounded and forced 
by enormously superior numbers to 
surrender unconditionally.—Lendon An- 
sewers,

Without Them Burma's Teakwood 
Trade Would Languish. 

Since 1886 the export of teakwood 

from Burma has increased enormous: | 


ly; but, despite the phenomenally high | 
price of the wood, it would not be 
profitable to work it, even in these 
days, without the elephant. In this 
trade the Burmese elephants, massive 
animals whose strength is almost un- 
limited, are seen at their best as beasts 
of burden. 

From the time when the forest areas 
are purchased, before the trees are 
felled, to the hour of export on the 
ocean going vessels at the port on the 
Indian ocean the elepbant is the main 
worker, Far away in the malarial 
swamps and almost impenetrable jun- 
gles this majestic “beast first tramps’ } 
down a passage through the under- | 


growth. Then, guided by his Indian 
keeper's prong, the elephant com- 


mences his arduous labor of d®gging | 


the felled trees to the river, whence 
they are conveyed by raft down coun- 
try to the sawmills. 

These enormous trees, untrimmed 
and cumbrous, are sometimes dragged 
up and down the jungle and mountain 
forest pathways en route to the river | 
with rare precision. At the mills 
again the work of packing and stack- | 
ing is done exclusively by elephants. 
When the trees are sawed into lengths 
the elephants do the piling, bringing 
the huge planks from the iheds and | 
arranging them in an orderly manner 
in numbered piles.—Argonaut,

GERMANY BUILDING BIG FLEET 


New Type of Ship, Which It Is Sald, 
Will Revolutionize Naval Warfare 


London, March 8.—A disclosure of 
supreme importance affecting the nav- 
al position of Great Britain is made in 
the Engineer, a technical paper of the 
highest reputation, which does not 
make statements without reliable au- 
thority. 

This journal gives details of a for- 
midable and entirely new type of war- 
ship which is being constructed for 
the German admiralty. The design 
was first offered to the British gov- 
ernment, but beyond a bare acknow- 
ledgement, no further action was 
taken, 

The new type is described as speed- 
fer than any dreadnought. It lies 
low in the water, not much more than 
awash, and it fights end on. The only 
target it presents to the enemy's fire 
is a bow shield sloping backward and 
of such shape and thickness as to be 
virtually impenetrable, 

It serves as the carriage of a single 
gun of maximum power, furnished 
with projectiles that play the part of 
aerial torpedoes, and the gun remains 
perpetually sereened, except at tha 
moment of firing. 

The vessel can be kept at sea In all 
weathers and can fight effectively at 
the longest ranges. Twenty of these 
destroyers can be built for the cost 
of a single super-dreadnought and the 
German naval experts hold, with am- 
ple reason, that a super-dreadnought 
must inevitably succumb if attacked 
by even five of such small craft. 

It is stated by the writer of the art- 
icle in the Engineer that the attention 
of the British government was drawn 
to this type in a letter sent to Mr. As- 
quith some four years ago on behalf 
of a group of confidential engineers, 
who had been made acquainted with a 
certain design prepared conjointly by 
the late Sir Edward Reed (a former 
chief constructor of the navy) and the 
writer of the article, 

The design was prepared in 1884, 
and the engineers alluded to had elab- | 
orated the design in accordance with 
the progress of naval architecture and 
armament between 1884 and 1909, and 
had also taken part in the development 
of submarine’ vessels for naval pur- 
poses. 

Mr. Asquith formally acknowledged 
the receipt of the letter, says the 
4 writer, and there the matter dropped 
so far as England was concerned. 

A different fate, however, awaited an | 
analogous communication addressed 
by the same group of engineers to a 
high quarter in Germany. Action 
thereupon was at once taken under | 
conditions of a most profound secrecy 
which have been successfully main- 
tained for nearly four years. | 

Matters have now reached a de- 
velopment of such magnitude, however 
adds the writer, that certain particu- 
lars of what Germany is doing have| 
begun to leak out. |

taken up by Grand Admiral von Tirpitz 
| it seems desirable for the British pub- 
lic to be given an inkling of the true) 
state of affairs. The German dread- 
noughts he declares to be a ruse. r 

They loom large in popular estima- 
tion—and, it is feared, in that of the 
British admiralty also—as the first 
line of battle; but in reality they are 
intended to play a secondary part. The 
stress of conflict will lie with the Ger- 
man destroyers and submarines. 

In regard to submarines, the writer 
makes the equally startling assertion 
that a German physician of eminence 
has invented a way of bottling up light 
and redistributing it round a submerg- 
ed submarine. In the daytime, when 
the surface of the water if absorbing 
light, these rays can be caught up and 
reconverted into light under the sea 
to enable the commander of the sub- 
merged submarine to see his way 
fairly well. This means, he claims, 
that German submarines can be em- 
ployed for relatively distant expedi- 
tions without detection, as they need 
not show themselves in the daytime, 
and can wait for night before coming 
to the surface to renew their stock 


of air.

CONSTANTINOPLE DOOMED 
— 

European Residente Wondering How 

Long Town Can Hold Out 
Constantinople, Turkey.—The type 
written sheets of the Agence Ottomane 
are daily pinned up on the green 
baize boards of the Huropean Club of 
Constantinople. Every day streams 
of members, shedding wraps and 
overcoats and goloshes in the hall, 
pass those sheets with a brief glance 
of the masterly vagueness of their 
contents, and always on the subject 
most important to all people here, 
they find the same bland, uninstructive 
statement: 

Le bombardement d’Adrinople con- 
tinue. 

There are fifty theories about the 
state of Adrianople, but no sure know- 
ledge. Never was a seige more rigor- 
ously conducted, for since the begin- 
ning of the war no single scrap of 
reliable information concerning the in- 
javested city has been allowed to leak 
out into the waiting world. Not a 
fugitive from within has made his 
way through the Bulgarian cordon. 
So far as is known, no one from with- 
out has ever made his way in. It 
is said that wireless communication 
is maintained with the beleaguered 
garrison, but a good many people dis- 
believé this. 

I do not doubt that there have been 
attempts to communicate with Adri- 
anople by wireless, because I have 
seen the operators busy at work in 
the wireless station at Hadem-keui. 
But it is very doubtful whether any 
answer has beeh received, It was 
said before the first defeat of the Ot- 
toman army that the wireless appar- 
atus in Adrianople was defective, and 
that once cut off from the world, the) 
city_would have no means of. cummuni- 
cation. Of course the pretense that 
messages are daily received is brave- 
ly kept up; but it is at least prob- 
able that this is only a pretense. At 
any rate, if the headquarters staff and 
one or two ministers really do know 
the actual state of affairs in Adrian- 


— 


knowledge, to themselves with a de- 
gree of secrecy unheard of in Turkey, 

Of Europeans here, even among the 
oldest and best informed residents, 
there are hardly to be found two 
whose opinions as to how long the 
town can hold out agree. Some 
know, with a very positive knowledge 
that Adrianople was the one spot in 
Turkey on which military funds wer 
properly expended. They declare 
that, however unsound the army may} 
be, the defenses of Adrianople are 
worthy of the strongest military 
power in Europe; that the town is 
amply supplied with stores and am- 
munition, and can hold out for months. 

Others tre equally certain that the 
garrison is inadequate and must have 
been on short rations ever since the 
beginning of December, and that it 
cannot possibly have enough ammuni- 
tion to feed the big guns on the forts, 
which are the key to the defenses. 

The importance of Adrianople 
dwarfs all else here. We have al- 
most ceased to expect an attack on) 
the Tehataldja lines. Turkish scouts | 
reconnoitering the positions held by 
the Bulgars at the time of the sign- 
ing of the armistice report that the 
enemy, Maving burnt Izzeden-keni and 
one or two villages which they form- 
erly occupied, have withdrawn even 
further north. Evidently they are 
concentrating their whole force 
against Adrianople. As for such 
fighting as may take place in the 
Gallipoli peninsula, no one considers 
it likely to, affect the ultimate issue. 
It is upon Adrianople that everything 
depends. 

Europeans here are wondering rath- 
er uneasily, how the Constantinople} 
populace will take the news of the fall 
of Adrianople when that news arrives. 
Hitherto the apathy of the people of 
this town has been astonishing. No} 
one could possibly infer from the con- 
duct of the people’ in the ’streets that 
their country is at war, that their poli- 
ticians are fighting among themselves, 
and that the enemy is less than thirty 
miles from the city. 

Interest in the affairs of the nation| 
seems to be confined exclusively to 
the governing classes and to Euro- 
pean residents. This is not simply} 
due to the ignorance of the masses. 
There must have been in England at} 
the time of the coming of the Arm- 
ada as great a proportion of illiterate 
people as there are in Constantinople 
today. Yet unless our historians) 
have lied wonderfully well, Drake's ex-
